order that our nation and the world can benefit 
from their abilities, achievements, and experience. 

The alternative to developing the potential of 
today’s women, it seems, could result in future 
historians reflecting on this period in history as 
follows: 


It is interesting to speculate about what the 
United States of America could have become 
and, as a result, could have contributed to the 
world if she had developed her women as she 
developed her men. Never in the history of 
the world was there an awareness of the 
talent among women at a time when so many 
women had a gift of time as there was in 
20th century America. Yet this neglected 
resource lacked the opportunity to achieve 
and to participate in every sphere of intel- 
lectual activity with men. ... After more 
than a century of debating whether women 
had intellectual ability, indeed whether adults 
could learn, and whether women should have 
equal rights and responsibilities. . .
